“Alaska ARES and the Alaska Native 
Medical Center have in joint effort stood up 
a HF Remote Messaging System (HF RMS) in 
Anchorage. This system provides HF Radio 
Email Service to the area. In an emergency 
this system will provide digital email capabili- 
ties if we lose the Internet. It is designed to 
accept connections from Amateur Operators 
who are using either PacLink or Airmail soft- 
ware and a Pactor 1-3 capable Terminal 
Mode Controller (TNC). If the Internet is lost 
to the area the RMS will forward messages to 
another RMS over HF Radio. Being HF Radio 
based, the coverage area is quite 

large. While it is intended for intra-Alaska 
use we have stations from as far away as Ar- 
izona using the HF RMS to pass email traffic 
to the internet on occasions. 


ARES also hosts a VHF RMS which provides 
Radio to Email service on VHF Radio in the 
Anchorage area.
